“I will not bea candidate for president in 1988,” he

Nobody — not even someone of 
Baker’s talent and experience — could serve as chief of 
staff and do battle in a series of presidential primaries.

Being chief of staff might be a blessing in disguise for . 
a “Baker in ’88” campaign.' Conventional wisdom, 
which says that Baker cannot campaign actively in 
next year’s presidential primaries, overlooks an 
important point: Not being able to campaign may 
. actually work to his advantage. 

Incumbent presidents have often used pressing White 
House business as an excuse for avoiding campaign 
rituals Jikekisring babies, shaking hands and'debating 
opponents: It’s railed a Rose Garden strategy, after the 
famous White House flower bed.

Xiaoping and 
to Israel to :confer with Yitzhak Shamir. 

In a brilliant display of “political jujitsu,” Baker ran 
turn what; is apparently his greatest weakness— not 
being able to campaign actively— into his. greatest 
strength.

His key aides have always wielded 
incredible power. Baker, one of the few respected 
people left in the White House, will have free reign ' 
and extraordinary control over policy. > • 
Moreover, Baker is too savvy to overlook the 
political advantages of this situation. Indeed, it might 
be one reason he got into it in the first place. Baker 
ran for president in 1980 and was ready to run again 
in 1988. He’s tqo much a.pplitician to abandon, this 
life-long dream 

Political fortunes change quickly. Six months ago, 
Reagan was riding high. Now, after the Reykjavik 
disaster, the loss of the Republican Senate and the 
Iran-Contra scandal, his presidency is in disrepair. Six 
'months from now/ Howard Baker could be the most 
respected figure in politics. , / 

The first primaries are, not for another year, which in 
politics is an eternity. During that time, a dozen 
Republican contenders will be criss-crossing tiie nation 
in search of dollars and delegates.
